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par; of the United States. As is Icr.ov/r; Chechoslovakia not only did not ask 

to diwcuss this question in the Security Council but it demanded to withdraw

The appeal of the United States to 4he United Nations with this question 
as well as sharply hostile to the Soviet Union character and tone of the 
,U. S. j^epreeentative speeches in the Security Council cannot, oi course. 
In ai-.y w-y facilitate the task of improvement of these relations. Quite the 
opposite. 

So -ar as v/3 are concerned the Soviet Government stands for the 
development t>i the Soviet- American relations and Is ready to move ahead 
in th;3 direction including the questions A^iich were the subject of discussion 
between our governments lately. But i; would be a mistake to suppose. 
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however, that showing its care in this respect tiie Soviet Union would 
necjlecl Its primary responsibility — the defance of the position of 
socialism wherever and in whatever iorni should a threat to the fraternal 

socialist countries emerge. ;
